The convention was .sent to San Francisco because it would makf 
the trip so expensive for a large nnijority of delegates ami visitors 
that only the job holders and federal beneficiaries whose purses have 
been fattened from the government treasury, could make the trip. 
The proceedings of the convention prove the success of the scheme to 
separate the convention from the influence of public sentiment and to 
make it represent not the pfoi)le. Imt tln' autocracy buttressed by the 
vast power and i)atronagi' of lb.- t;o\ erniin nt at Washington- 
There is no corruption morr damiialib'. mdi'c daiif,'i'rous tn tin' 
life of the republic, liian that involved in using a trust confern'd upon 
the administration by and in behalf of the people, to dominati' a na 
tional convention of a party in power, as lias been done in this case. 
Behide the corrupt use of public power to stifle the expression of pub- 
lic opinion and to purchase the support of delegates and bosses at a 
convention, even corruption through the expenditure of many really 
belonging to those who use it, not filehed from the people's treasury, 
is a praiseworthy practice. The charge of corruption leveled at the 
Republican national convention is without foundation. That the 
San Francisco convention is a body bought and ))aid for by federal 
power and patronage, and that it is betraying the interests not oidy 
of the people but even of tlie rank and file (d' tlii- parts it misrepre 
sents, is as c Icar as the noonday sun.

' tion he did the very thins he had 
promised not to do and the very thing 
Republiian leaders had heeii urglap 
for some liiue that he ilo. 

Il is ai..ii leiiieiiiljei ed that after ihe 
anni.siiee the rresiileiit declared he 
would lii.sisi upon belf-iletcnnlnailon 
and freedom of the seaa. From this (he 
|)cople o( Ireland, India and other siii> 
Ject dominions ot Oreat Britain took 
new hope. Republican Senators point- 
ed out when Mr. Wilson returned from 
the VerBaiUes conference that Article 
X of tlie loat;ue provided that the 
streimlh of the l iiited Slates shouhl ho 
Utilized 111 uphold In perpetuity terri- 
torial integrity of the BrItUh Bmpire, 
Through their opposition the purpose 
of the President was (mitrated.

"Before the war Bnglaad possessed 
four great territories In four corners 
of the world— Australia, India, South 
and North Africa and Canada. 

"Thanks to the war. almost Ihe en- 
tire ('nntiiienl of Africa has hecoiiie 
llritish or is under llrltish domination, 
while the Near East— Turkey, Persia, 
Mesopotamia. Syria— Is to all Intents 
and purposes British. 

"The war has added to the British 
empire:

The candidate* for thia odce are nc- 
cured by ntty Totan ligntng a pfii- 
tion to hare each Ban* placed on the 
imllot. Any BtUBbar of eaatfdates 
may be placed on thi* aaparat* ballot 
wliloh ahall carry no party amblem 
or device, save th* word* "School 
Tlck*t" The live candidate* recatv- 
Init th* largast number ot votes *baU 
hfcom* member* of t^e County Board 
of Kducaiioo. 

Thla County Board ot Education se- 
lects a county superintendent ot 
xchoola and decides upon the salary 
which can not, under th(> law, he less 
than 11,2(10 A year. The board will 
aim appoint In each school district a 
trwti'c who shall look after the achool 
pr.>i>prt> ; hut shall hav* BO Tolca la 
the County Board. 

This same County Board uf Educa- 
tion aiinli flx the rate of taxation for 
school purposes in the county : hut 
liefore dolnit to ithall, with the help 
of the oiiunty supiTlnteiiilciit. make 
Hii itetiil/.nl and detallod I>ui1kpi of 
all Hchool expenses. 

This act. also, provides that the

This la a 
aerlous proposition especially as the 
number of men and women passing 
the ezamlnatlona lately held for teach- 
er'* primary certiflcat** wair quite 
■mall. Of cour**, the new minimum 
aalary of |70.00 per month for rural 
teacher* will h*lp th* altnatlon In the 
future; but th* b**t poMlbl* *olutlon 
of the problem right at thi* moment Is 
the selection and elactlon of .a atrong 
County Board of Bdncatloa at the 
November eleven. 

The reader abouM not think of this 
problem a* a atrtctly Kentucky affair 
tor It Is nation wide and extremely 
aerlous. Dr. P. P. Olaxton, Commla- 
sinner of Education of the United 
Btates, recently aa**rt*d before the 
National Cltiacns' Conference at 
Washington, D. C: 

"The new conditions reqaire that 
the achoots shall be more efflclent and 
more effective than they have been 
In the paat and we are faced with the 
danger that thay may not be a* ef- 
fective as in Ike paat. We are con- 
fronted with a great shortage of 
teachers, and there seems to be little 
chance of Immediate relief. Accord- 
ing to the most careful estimates that 
can be secured, between three hun- 
dred and four hundred thousami chil- 
dren were deprived of schooling this 
paat year because of achool doaed a* 
the result of ahortage. 

"Bvrn more serious Is the rap dly 
gmwing number of sub-standard 
teachers. More than bslf the teach- 
ers of the nation — 880,000— are not 
prepared on any reasonable basis for 
the work of teaching, a rea<sonaiile 
basis being understood to mean the 
minimum standard that prngressUc 
communities have long Insisted upon 
- two yeara of profoaaloDal training 
biyond the four-y*ar high^chool 
courte 

"A conservative figure foi the num- 
ber of new teachers timi will lie re- 
quired tlilf fall Is lUMHKi. It Is more 
likely 10 he ll.'0,U)0. and It may reach 
I,*;0,IKN). The Kraduaies of nornml 
SitioiiN ihls year will be 'J.'i per cent 
f.'u.r iliiui 111 llilrt; they will total 
iiliout III.IKHI. It wi- add to these the 
largest poFsIble miinlier »e can lon- 
celve of from other teacher-training 
Instructions, we shall have at the out- 
side 30,000 prepared teachera to All 
the vaiaiirle*, or a deilelt ot at laut 
80,000." 

Oood County Hoards of Education 
have always been needed In each and 
every county in the state ; but they 
are today a vital and absolute neces- 
sity for the welfare of the county, the 
state and the nation. Every real, 
line, true, red blooded man and woman 
In Kentucky should get busy at once 
and see tn It thai the new Boards of 
Education are composed of citizens 
who will do big and constructive work 
for the boys and girls on the farms.
